Island Strait and the approaches there- 
to. are contained in the report of the 
Board of Engineer Officers of the Army 
and Navy, An estimate is made of $1,- 
797,000 for the work, this amount to in- 
clude a self-containing and self-pro- 
pelling dredge which will require about 
$125,000 a year to maintain.

NEW ORLEANS (La) Nov. 6.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] Col. Samuel F. 
Heastlip, president ot the Crescent 
Jockey Club, today cent circular let- 
ters to interested horsemen that the 
ninety-day meeting, scheduled to be 
gin Lecember 5 at City Park, had been 
called off because of the pronounced 
opposition developed by the champions 
of the recently-enacted Locke bill, 
prohibiting betting on the race tracks. 

Col. Heaslip had devised a system 
of registered wagering, by which in- 
dividuals could place their bets with 
clerks in the employ of the jockey 
club, a commission 6f 5 per cent. be- 
ing collected for the service. Legal 
opinions obtained by the anti-race 
track society, whose principal officers 
are Archbishop James Blenk and Rev. 
Dr. Beverley E. Warner, declared that 
the plan pro by Mr. Heaslip 
would be in direct violation of the 
Locke law. Mr. Heaslip announces 
that he does not think racing will 
prove a paying proposition under the 
changed conditions.

DEVILS FEARED. 


HINESE BONES 
TO TRAVEL FAR. 


PERFUMED AND WRAPPED IN 
SILK FOR LAST JOURNEY. 


Remains in Celestial Cemetery 
Must Be Taken to Homeland, or 
Souls Will Be Unable to . Prove. 
identity and Will Be Denied Ad- 
mittance to Highest Heaven. 


Back to the burying grounds of the 
forefathers, in the far away provinces 
of Gong Jue and Kwang Sing, the 
bones of the faithful Chinese of Los 
Angeles, whose souls long since de- 
parted on their journey to the seven 
heavens, are to be transported. 

The wooden caskets in the old Chi- 
hese cemetery on the outskirts of the 
city are to be exhumed by the priests. 
Then the remains will be taken out 
and carefully preserved. Wrapped in 
the finest of silks, aprinkled with the 
sweet-smelling sandal w wder, 
covered with prayer papers, and placed 
in tiny caskets, the bones will be 
ready for their last journey. 

For thousands of years the mem- 
bers of the Oriental race have believed 
in the old teachings that if the bones 
of a Chinese rest in foreign soil, the 
soul will be compelled to wander in 
strange lan 

It is thought that when the day of 
reckoning comes at the gate of the 
seventh, or highest heaven, when each 
Chinese will be called upon to point 
back to his earthiy remains to make 
his identity complete, souls whose 

les are in foreign soll will not 
know where to look for them, 
will be denied. 

Nesterday four permits were issued | 
to members of the Wong family — 
remove their dead. When the 
are opened, prayer papers will ‘be 
ae and incense lighted, to keep 

the evil spirits during the lifting 
out of the skeletons. 

Carefully the remains will be car- 
ried to the temple in the Chinese quar- 
ter, and there prepared. Special cas- 
kette have been made for their trans- 
portation. These are fashioned from 
sandal, teak and other sacred woods 
and highly lacquered. They bear upon 
the outside, the name of the dead 
man, the date of his * and his 
standing among his people. prayer, 
painted in the — of 2013 — 
also appears on the outside 


of the 
caskets. 

After the bones have been placed 
in the receptacles, they are blessed by 
the priests, and then the lids are care- 
fully sealed. During the journey across 
the Ocean. a priest is in attendance 
upon the dead, muttering prayers and 
occasionally burning prayer pagers to 
kern back the devils of the sea. 

Upon arrival in China, the caskets 
are sorted and sent to the various 
provinces, where they are received by 
priests. Some are placed in vaults, 
somewhat on the order of the cata- 
combs; some, by the side of the bodies 
of ancestors in great family ults: 
stim others are burned, and the small 
urns containing the ashes are placed 
in buildings near the temple. 

So, after years in other lands, the 
Chinese come at last to their own— 
and the perfume-laden breezes blow 
gently through the yula trees above 
=| final resting places.

I. os Angeles county will have the star 
delegation this year at the State Legis- 
lature. In addition to the State ban- 
ner for the greatest Taft majority 
given by any county, we shall have a 
united delegation, every one a Repub- 
lican and every one working as a part 
of an association formed to promote 
the interests of the southern part of 


For the first time in a generation 
Los Angeles county is likely to win 
the Speakership of the State Assembly. 
The Los Angeles Assemblymen-elect 
met yesterday afternoon in the office 
of Assemblyman Walter Leeds and 
perfected a Southern California organ- 
ization. Assembly F. A. Stanton 
received the unanimous indorsement of 
the Assemblymen for Speaker. As 
chairman of the association, Leeds win 
take charge of the Stanton beam" 
and enter into diplomatic negotiations 
with other Assemblymen-elect for the 
purpose of winning for Stanton the 
support of Central California. 

His only announced opponent is R. L. 
Beardsilee of Stockton, Speaker of the 
last Assembly. Southern Califorma 
has clected a solid Republican delega- 
tion to the Assembly, and this makes 
the southern pdrt of the State a strong 
factor in all legislative affairs. Its im- 
portance is enhanced bygthe split and 
warring factions that are going 
Sacramento from San Francisco ard 
Alamedo counties. 

TREMENDOUS VOTE. 

Los Angeles county cast more Re- 
publican votes at Tuesday's election 
than were ever cast before for a Re- 
publican President by any county in 
California. The Republicag party was 
never so strong here. 

When the new Assembly and Sena- 
torial apportionment is made after the 
next national census, the number of 
representatives from los Angeles 
county will be more than doubled. The 
vote of the Seventh Congress District 
Tuesday is the greatest in the State, 
it is said by many to be the greatest 
in the United States.

FRAUD TO ASSIGN DESERT LAND 
WITHOUT IMPROVEMENT. 


Demurrer in So-called 


parties, be fraud, 
by Judge Wellborn of the United States 
District Court. 

In an exhaustive opinion handed 
down yesterday morning, the court ov- 
erruled a Gemurrer in the case of the 
United States against H. C. Oakley, 
and other defendants, charged with 
land frauds. 

It is held that the statute is un- 
equivocal, in that it must be the in- 
tention of an applicant to reclaim 
when he files his declaration on desert 
land, owned by the overnment. It is 
prescribed that the entryman, under 
oath, must declare that he intends to 
reclaim the land by conducting 
over it. 

The court says on this point: “The 
acquisition of desert land in compli- 
}@nce with the statute providing for, 
and regulating the same, is unquestion 
ably a lawful act, but the attempt to 
acquire such land otherwise than is 
prescribed by said statute, is a resort 
to unlawful means. 

“The Desert Land Act requires, 
among other things, that the entry- 
man file a declaration, under oath, 
that he intends to reclaim the tract 
of land described in the declara- 
tion by conducting water upon the 
same, within a period of four years 
thereafter. . 

“Much of defendant's brief is de- 
voted to a discussion of policies of the 
government concerning desert lands. 
Defendant's contention is that entries 
of such lands are assignable, in an 
effort to eliminate from the act by 
construction its literal requirement of 
an intention on the part of the entry- 
man when he makes his entry to re- 


claim. 

“With reference to this argument, it 
is sufficient to say that the statute in 
question is not of doubtful meaning, 
but is plain and unequivocal. Hence 
there is no room or its construction. 
The rule on this subject has been 
clearly stated by the Circuit Court of 
Appeal, when it says: ‘This portion of 
our labors, however, has been fruit- 
less chiefiy for the reason that the 
language of the act of 1898 appears too 
plain for s or interpretation. 
Attempted judicial construction of the 
unequivocal law of a statute or of a 
contract serves only to create doubt 
and confuse the judgment. ere is 
no safer or better canon of interpre- 
tation than that when nguage is 
clear it must be held to mean what it 
plainly expresses and no room is left 
for construction.“ 

Continuing his opinion, 34 
born adds: The question, ore, 
whether or not entries are assignable 
before reclamation, is immaterial in 
this hearing. It is impossible, in the 
face of the provisions of the Desert 
Land Act, which positively prescribes 
as the first step in the proceeding, the 
declaration of the entryman that he 
intends to reciatm, to hold that if a 
person knowingly makes such declara- 
tion with intent to assign, that he ‘is 
net guilty of fraud.” 

In other words, the court holds that 
the entryman who files on desert land 
for the purpose of assigning the same 
to others, and has no idea of eettling 
and reclaiming the land himself. is 
guilty of fraud upon the government.

Suits 
brought in the name of the State, as 
are these tideland suits, have the 
right of way, and due to the public 
interests involved they will undoubt- 
edly be advanced on the calendar by 
the Supreme Court. For this reason 
it Is believed by well-informed attor 
neys that the decision of the Supreme 
Court should be down within 
eighteen months.

UY AND BOOM HOME PRODUCTS. 
Southern California has been voting and boom- 
ing politics for months. We are now to buy and 
boom home products. Voting and booming politics 
is pretty nearly a business of perpetual motion; 
and buying and booming home products ought to be 
not a near but ar absolute perpetual motion. 

Voting and booming politics divides us into con- 
tending camps. Buying and booming home products 
draws us all more closely together, and is a friendly 
rivalry. All go the same way, toward the same 
goal, for the same purpose, and the strife is to de- 
termine who can go most rapidiy, reach the ob- 
jective point first and do most when he gets there. 

To be sure, there is a smack of true Repub- 
licanism in this programme. It is a contention for 

the home market for home products. The idea is 

that which prevails in the family. The one which 
does most of its own work saves the most money 
and increases its accumulated wealth most rapidly, 
or can afford to live better than if paying out money 
to outsiders for doing things the family could and 
should do. It is the very essence of thrift. 

This scheme to have all buy and boom home pro- 
ducts may seem to concern only the producers. This 
is a very inaccurate and shortsighted view to take. 
Every dollar spent on home products is a dollar 
kept at home, and every dollar spent on foreign 
products is a dollar which must sooner or later go 
out of the country. The one dollar is wealth here, 

the other wealth in some other locality. The great- 
er number of local dollars there are here, the more 
active local industries and local business will be, 


the more nimbly the dollars will move about and the. 


more opportunities we will have to secure tem- 
porary possession of a few of them, to be spent again 
for some useful thing needed in the family or by the 
unfortunate who is foolish enough not to have a 
family. Or if so desired, the more of these dollars 
may be laid away for use when sickness, enforced 
idleness or old age cuts off the flow of the stream ef 
wealth, The merchant who sells goods must not 
look at the matter narrowly. It is not a fact that 
it makes no difference to him whether or not he 
sells goods made at home or those made away from 
home. It does make a difference, because if we all 
buy and boom home products we create home wealth 
and if we buy goods not made here we tend to create 
home poverty, for a wealthy community buys more 
than one poverty-stricken. . 

The theorist will tell you that if we buy and 
boom home other communities can do the

same, and tt cuts off the foreign markets for our | 


this 
country it causes an uneasy feeling. People dread 6 
to think of the ratlical revolution that Socialiem | - 
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products. Shortsighted again. Be assured, other 


communities do this now as far as possible. They 
do protect themselves. We are not curtailing the 
use of Connecticut tobacco in our home-products 
campaign, because we have no home products of that 
kind. The Yankees cannot cut off our citrus fruit 
products because they have no oranges or lemons 
with the made-at-home trade-mark on them. It is 
the essence of true political economy to buy and 
boom home products, because labor is the foundation 
of all wealth; and the more things produced where 
they are needed, the more labor is saved in handling 
and carry the goods. 

Do not wait for the home-products week to come 
before you gét to work and buy and boom home 
products. Do it now. Nor should you confine this 
policy to home-preducts week. Here is a case where- 
in perpetual motion is possible, logieal, right and 
wise. Do it now. Do it always. When p Aon 
get something made in your city as good as 


| cheap as you could get this from some other city, 


take that made at home. When you can get a Cal- 
ifornia product as good and as cheap as the same 
kind of goods can be had from some other State, 
give California the preference. When you can get 
an American product as cheap as one from else- 
where, give your countrymen the preference. This 
is the lowest form that patriotism, State pride, local 
consideration and neighborly can take. 
To buy and boom home produets calls for these good 
traits of character in a higher degree. We sav 
try something useful, at a reasonable. price, which 
you may be content with in comfort, the product 
of your own city, State or country, rather than 
take the foreign product, although that might please 
your fancy better. The lowest form of good citizen- 
ship all should cultivate, as it costs nothing. The 
higher may call for some self-abnegation, and that 
hould be practiced because such a policy tends 
irectly to making your community, your State or 
Four country richer, and we owe this to our fellow 
citizens. Besides, it tends to make life easier for 
ourselves in the end. 
Buy and boom home products, friends. Do it 
now. Do it always. It will pay—pay you as well 
as your neighbors. 


ARIFF REVISION. | 
Of course one of the first acts of Mr. Taft's 
official career as President will be to send a message.

Had the platform fixed no time for this business 
it would be wise to attend to it at the earliest date 
possible.

CRAFTY BELMONTITES. 


Long Beach finds itself once again 
the victim of the petty work of the 
new town of Belmont Heights, whose 
residents, however, claim that they 
are only paying back their older town 
in its own coin.

STUDY LIGHTING PROBLEM. 


Monrovia’s Trustees May Install Mu- 
nicipal Plant—Lively Demand for 
Lots Since Election. 


MONROVIA, Nov. 6.—It is not im- 
probable that this city will install a 
lighting and power plant. A majority 
of the Trustees are convinced that 
money can be saved by operating a 
generating plant in connection with 
the pumping plant. The estimated 
cost of the necessary extensions is 
$25,000.
